In view of the fact President Eisenhower s 
latest trip abroad also was logged in terms 
of audience reaction, as his South American 
trip will be. too. none of the known facts 
abojut this sort of thing should be concealed 


Television has set a bright example for 
traveling statesmen and their retinues in this 
respect 
When audience reaction has been 
“ artificially augmented." 
to borrow 
TV's 
glib phrase, the public is apprised of the fact. 


There is no such thing as a spontaneous 
turnout of hundreds of thousands of people 
for a visiting public official. Even in the most 
sophisticated and knowledgeable capitals of 
the world, a noisy demonstration of favor 
must be arranged as meticulously as a ticker 
tape parade on New York's Broadway The 
tape is provided in advance For relatively 
obscure personages, the audience is provided, 
too. because nothing would be more disen­ 
chanting than a parade without onlookers 
The particular technique in New York is to 
have the parade during the lunch hour when 
office workers and clerks are on the sidewalk 
They may not know who the dignitary is, 
but that, is not necessary. 
In countries with high rates of illiteracy 
and scanty 
communications 
systems, 
the 
identity of the visiting dignitary is even 
vaguer than it can be in New York City. 
It was pointed out that when President Eisen­ 
hower was in India many of the citizens 
who gave him a thumping ovation not only 
could not identify him but could not identify 
the United States 
This is not a reflection on any of the 
people who are tangled in the complex web 
of international circumstances and pressures. 


But it would be a grave reflection on people 
who have the privilege of information if they 
were not aware of the realities of these 
matters. 
Audience reaction in politics—even interna­ 
tional politics—sometimes is artificially aug­ 
mented. too The size of a crowd and the 
noise it makes is not an index to popular 
favor, though it undeniabily is an index to 
the state of mind of the governing powers of 
the countries 
being visited 
by 
President 
Eisenhower, Premier Khrushchev and other 
symbolic figures in the rivalry for favor.

Wa shing to n Mo nument Dra ws 


Some time this month the 34 
millionth visitor will go to the top 
of the Washington Monument, a 
world-famous shaft that has been 
something of a problem before 
and since it was dedicated 75 years 
ago on Feb 21 
The problem of financing and 
constructing the 555-foot marble 
obelisk lasted trom the Continental 
Congress until 89 years after the 
death of George Washington, 
The more modern problems are 
more moderate. 
The monument is sinking, curl­ 
ing and erooing but not enough to 
be dangerous 
Every so often somebody dro ps 
something from the observation 
holes. Last April an orange that 
slipped down from the top knocked 
over a 9-year-old boy and squirted 
juice over his family. 
A marble, picking up speed to 
127 miles an hour during its de­ 
scent, inflicted a bruise the size 
of a man s hand on an unsuspect­ 
ing visitor. 


IMPROVEMENTS made l a s t 
year 
include presentation 
at 
a 
high volume level of a recorded 
commentary for visilors*at the top. 
who constituted a captive audi 
ence. As Secretary of Interior Fred 
Seaton said, when first hearing 
the spiel: “ What a place for a 
political announcement " 
The sinking of the shaft results 
from a settling into its clay and 
gravel base and is measured each 
year by Henry Weeden, a Nation­ 
al Capitol Parks engineer The drop 
averages one-sixteenth of an inch 
annually. 
The movement is straight down, 
though the monument has had a 
slight tilt — three-eighths of an 
inch — for 75 years. On a hot day, 
however, the shaft may curl as 
much as three inches. This results 
from the uneven heat expansion of 
the sides On some days, the north 
side of the shaft will be 30 to 40 
degrees cooler than the sun-baked 
south side 
Although some of the 1.185,977 
persons who visited the shrine 
last year swore the shaft is lean­ 
ing like the Tower of Pisa, even 
the combination of tilt and curl 
cannot be noticed without special 
instruments 


THE 
IDEA for a Washington 
Monument dates from the Continen­ 
tal Congrfess meeting in Philadel­ 
phia in 1783. which authorized an 
equestrial statue. The site for the 
Washington memorial was set by 
Pierre L’Enfant in 1791, in his lay­ 
out of the Capital, on the wall be­ 
tween the White House and the 
Capitol building. 
George Washington himself ap­ 
proved the idea but nothing much 
happened 
In 1833. a group of citizens led 
by the chief justice, John Mar 
shall, and the librarian of Congress. 
George Watterston. organized the 
Washington National Monument So­ 
ciety. 
The society held a competition 
for a suitable design and started 
a fund drive The competition was 
won by a well-known architect, 
Robert Mills and what the visitor 
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sees now has some similarity to 
the original Mills design. His plans 
called for a taller, more squat 
looking, decorated shaft with a cir­ 
cular colonnade, a temple, at the 
base. 
The shaft as constructed has no 
decorations, although there is some­ 
thing like a line around it at the 
153-foot mark 
Below that level 
the marble, from a different vein, 
is wearing at a faster rate This 
gives the shaft a somewhat pieced- 
together look 
The circular temple was junked 
for economy reasons and the pro­ 
portions of the shaft itself were 
changed to conform to the clas­ 
sic conception of the 
Egyptian 
obelisk. Working out the measure­ 
ments was one of the main jobs 
of the U.S minister to Rome at 
that time. George P Marsh. 


THE CORNERSTONE for the 
monument was laid on July 4 1848 
In the crowd, but unworthy of a 
place on the program, was an ob­ 
scure congressman from Illinois, 
Abraham Lincoln In the society's 
till was $87,000 
By 1854, the monument was a 
stump of 154 feet and was deep m 
a religious conflict 
Some mem­ 
bers of the Know Nothing political 
party, an anti-Catholic group, made 
off with the memorial stone from 
Rome, a contribution of P o p e 
Pius IX, 
The federal government finally 
took over construction in 1876 The 
Army Engineers rebuilt the foun­ 
dation and pushed the shaft up On 
Dec 
6 
1884. the capstone was 
slipped into place 
It was made 
of 100 ounce? of aluminum, the 
largest piece ever cast to that 
time, and ccst $1.10 an ounce 
The completed monument c o s t 
$1,200,000, 
of which 3,300.000 was 
contributed by public donations 


The dedication was set for Feb 
21, 1895. The idea was to have the 
ceremony on the birthday of Wash­ 
ington but unfortunately Feb 
22 
that year fell on a Sunday 
A newspaper of the period said 
the “ dedication was a great event, 
worthily planned and completely 
carried out. despite the unexpected 
coldness of the weather ” 
The first recorded visitor went 
up the shaft on a steam hoist on 
Oct 9, 1888 That steam contriv­ 
ance was used until 1900, when 
the first electric elevator was in­ 
stalled 


IN 1926 a fast elevator was in­ 
stalled to take visitors to the 500- 
foot level in 12 minutes. Last year, 
the monument was closed for some 
three months to make improve­ 
ments, including the installation 
of an elevator to get to the top 
in one minute 
Even so. about 
one-fourth of the visitors prefer to 
walk the 898 steps to the top. They 
save 10 cents, the cost of the ele­ 
vator 
ride up and can 
return 
to earth by.elevator for free 
Also installed was a two-door 
system on the elevator so those 
getting off don't have to collide 
with those getting on 
This has 
removed congestion, which can be 
considerable when 181,591 visitors 
turn up in one month, as hap­ 
pened last May. If you want to miss 
the crowds, don't try to see the 
monument in April or May. The 
visitor count last month was 47 - 
501 
Floodlights and aircraft warning 
lights also were put on the shaft 
last year This has been a boon to 
migrating 
birds 
They used to 
bump into the poorly lit shaft regu­ 
larly but apparently can now see 
the monument soon enough to 
swerve out of the way.

in the world. The truth is that no 
steps have been taken to bar the 
production or use of n u c l e a r 
weapons. 
All the talk thus far has been 
about banning future tests. But 
no proposal has come from any 
government that it would be will­ 
ing to negotiate an agreement to 
ban the use of nuclear weapons in 
the future by destroying those al­ 
ready produced. 
If disarmament means anything, 
either from a humanitarian or 
an economic standpoint, then the 
mere stoppage of tests will not 
contribute to world peace. About 
all the knowledge possible, with the 
exception of some data from un­ 
derground tests of a certain type, 
has already been accumulated 
It isn't future tests which con­ 
stitute the basic 
worry of the 
world but the fact that missiles 
containing nuclear warheads can 
at 
any 
moment 
be 
fired 
and 
cause indescribable destruction. 
Why aren’t the “Big Four” na­ 
tions — the “ nuclear club” — talk­ 
ing about a plan to destroy all 
nuclear weapons, instead of con- 
f i n i n g themselves to academic 
discussions about tests? 
The answer is that there is no 
such thing as mutual trust between 
the East and the West. Nor is 
there any check as yet by the peo­ 
ple of the Soviet Union on their 
autocratic government which can 
provoke war or attempt conquest 
by blackmail. Only on a free gov 
ernment could they exercise such 
restraint. 


ONE REASON why the United 
States has not been willing to say 
it would destroy its stockpile of 
nuclear bombs is that to do so 
would weaken its entire defense 
against surprise attack. In the last 
10 years the strategy of the West 
has been built a r o u n d tactical 
weapons in the nuclear category, 
to be used by ground troops and 
big nuclear bombs, to be carried 
by manned planes and naval air­ 
craft. 
Now. with missiles to be fired 
from fixed bases on land and from 
movable bases on and under the 
sea, potential destructive power 
ha« reached a point that the ex-

perts call “ over-kill.” This means 
that whatever may be produced in 
the future cannot be 
any more 
deadly and that, for all practical 
purposes, the power of devastation 
by nuclear bombs at present is as 
far as it needs to go to attain its 
lethal purposes 
The United States a few year? 
ago abandoned its reliance on con­ 
ventional armed forces and con­ 
centrated on nuclear strategy, be­ 
cause the Soviets were doing the 
same thing. Also, it would have 
been prohibitive in cost — so the 
argument went — to rely on big 
ger armies, navies and air force? 
equipped with conventional weap 
ons All emphasis was placed on 
'’deterrent power" 
through 
mi 
clear weapons 
Now. however, it 
is 
conceded 
that one $ide cannot wreak havoc 
upon the other without inviting 
massive retaliation 
A stalemate 
has been reached in destructive 
power. Yet all the talk still 
is 
about banning "tests ” 
This is based on a false issue 
—alleged danger from radioact 
ive “ fall-out,” 
and 
the soviets 
keep on talking about prohibition 
of underground testing, in which, 
of course, there is no danger of 
fall out. 


A CURIOUS PHASE of the con 
troversy is what is happening in 
France The Communists t h e r e 
have for several years now been 
denouncing tests, and they have 
managed to lambaste the United 
States as a “ warmonger” because 
it has not been willing to stop 
all tests without some foolproof 
method of inspection. Now France 
has tested a bomb itself and doubt­ 
less will soon develop and manu 
facture more of them, 
Unwttingly, Gen. De Gaulle may 
have focused worldwide attention 
on the real issue, which is not the 
ban on tests but the further pro­ 
duction or use of nuclear bomb? 
by any nation 
While expense is a temporary 
barrier 
to 
the 
development 
of 
atomic weapons by most countries 
and Congress is reluctant to amend 
existing laws to permit any shar 
ing of nuclear knowledge w i t h 
other countries, the production of 
bombs by the ‘‘nuclear club" — 
the Soviet Union, Britain, France 
and the United States — goes un­ 
restricted. 
This means that a threat of a 
holocaust for the world will not 
be removed until all bombs in the 
existing stockpiles are destroyed 
This cannot happen until there is 
mutual trust. And there can be no 
mutual trust 
until 
peoples 
get 
closer together and free govern­ 
ments replace autocratic govern­ 
ments. 
That's the basic issue that ha? 
been befogged by the protracted 
discussions about banning nuclear 
tests.

But even the Pekinese people will 
admit that their little darlings are 
lap dogs, not fuH-size dogs. That, 
however, does raise a question: 
What's a full-size dog? 
Some fellow the other day was 
saying it's a dog you can pet with­ 
out bending over, which seems fair, 
except for one thing. 
A full-size dog also should be a 
dog clearly competent to take care 
of itself in a dog's world. This 
would make allowances for breeds 
that need a little bending over to 
be petted but do not need any 
allowances for survival when the 
chips are down 
The little-dog people, who lately 
are having things their own way 
in the dog shows, should be will­ 
ing to let us big-dog people get 
in a word edgewise on this sub­ 
ject.

The particular technique in New York is to 
have the parade during the lunch hour when 
office workers and clerks are on the sidewalk 
They may not know who the dignitary is. 
but that is not necessary. 
In countries with high rates of illiteracy 
and scanty 
communications 
systems, 
the 
identity of the visiting dignitary is even 
vaguer than it can be in New York City. 
It was pointed out that when President Eisen­ 
hower was in India many of the citizens 
who gave him a thumping ovation not only 
could not identify him but could not identify

Washington Monument Draws Many 


Some time this month the 54 
millionth visitor will go to the top 
of the Washington Monument, a 
world-famous shaft that has been 
something of a 
problem before 
and since it was dedicated 75 years 
ago on Feb 21 
The problem of financing and 
constructing the 555-foot 
marble 
obelisk lasted from the Continental 
Congress until 89 years after the 
death of George Washington. 
The more modern problems are 
more moderate 
The monument is sinking, curl­ 
ing and erooing but not enough to 
be dangerous. 
Every so often somebody drops 
something from 
the 
observation 
holes. Last April an orange that 
slipped down from the top knocked 
over a 9-year-old boy and squirted 
juice over his family. 
A marble, picking up speed to 
127 miles an hour during its de­ 
scent, inflicted a bruise the size 
of a man s hand on an unsuspect­ 
ing visitor. 


IMPROVEMENTS made 
l a s t 
year 
include 
presentation 
at 
a 
high volume level of a recorded 
commentary for visitors.at the top. 
who constituted a captive audi­ 
ence. As Secretary of Interior Fred 
Seaton said, when first hearing 
the spiel: “What a place for a 
political announcement.” 
The sinking of the shaft results 
from a settling into its clay and 
gravel base and is measured each 
year by Henry Weeden. a Nation­ 
al Capitol Parks engineer. The drop 
averages one-sixteenth of an inch 
annually. 
The movement is straight down, 
though the monument has had a 
slight tilt — three-eighths of an 
inch — for 75 years. On a hot day, 
however, the shaft may curl as 
much as three inches. This results 
from the uneven heat expansion of 
the sides. On some days, the north 
side of the shaft will be 30 to 40 
degrees cooler than the sqn-baked 
south side 
Although some of the 1,185.977 
persons who visited the shrine 
last year swore the shaft is lean­ 
ing like the Tower of Pisa, even 
the combination of tilt and curl 
cannot be noticed without special 
instruments. 


THE 
IDEA for a Washington 
Monument dates from the Continen­ 
tal Congress meeting in Philadel­ 
phia in 1783, which authorized an 
equestrial statue. The site for the 
Washington memorial was set by 
Pierre L’Enfant in 1791, in his lay­ 
out of the Capital, on the wall be­ 
tween the Wnite House and the 
Capitol building. 
George Washington himself ap­ 
proved the idea but nothing much 
happened 
In 1833, a group of citizens led 
by the chief justice. John M ar­ 
shall. and the librarian of Congress. 
George Watterston. organized the 
Washington National Monument So­ 
ciety. 
The society held a competition 
for a suitable design and started 
a fund drive The competition was 
won by a well-known architect. 
Robert Mills and what the visitor

sees now has some similarity to 
the original Mills design. His plans 
called for a taller, more squat- 
looking, decorated shaft with a cir­ 
cular colonnade, a temple, at the 
base. 
The shaft as constructed has no 
decorations, although there is some­ 
thing like a line around it at the 
153-foot mark. 
Below 
that level 
the marble, from a different vein. 
is wearing at a faster rate This 
gives the shaft a somewhat pieced- 
together look 
The circular temple was junked 
for economy reasons and the pro­ 
portions of the shaft itself were 
changed to conform to the clas­ 
sic conception 
of the 
Egyptian 
obelisk Working out the m easure­ 
ments was one of the main jobs 
of the U.S. minister to Rome at 
that time. George P Marsh. 


THE 
CORNERSTONE for the 
monument was laid on July 4 1848 
In the crowd, but unworthy of a 
place on the program, was an ob­ 
scure congressman from Illinois. 
Abraham Lincoln In the society's 
till was $87,000 
By 1854, the monument was a 
stump of 154 feet and was deep in 
a religious conflict 
Some mem­ 
bers of the Know Nothing political 
party, an anti-Catholic group, made 
off with the memorial stone from 
Rome, a contribution of P o p e 
Pius IX. 
The federal government finally 
took over construction in 1876 The 
Army Engineers rebuilt the foun­ 
dation and pushed the shaft up On 
Dec 
6 
1884, the capstone was 
slipped into place 
It was made 
of IOO ounces of aluminum, the 
largest piece ever cast to that 
time, and cest $1.10 an ounce 
The completed monument c o s t 
$1,200,000, of which 3,300.000 was 
contributed by public donations. 


The dedication was set for Feb 
21. 1895. The idea was to have the 
ceremony on the birthday of Wash­ 
ington but unfortunately Feb 
22 
that year fell on a Sunday 
A newspaper of the period said 
the “dedication was a great event, 
worthily planned and completely 
carried out. despite the unexpected 
coldness of the weather ” 
The first recorded visitor went 
up the shaft on a steam hoist on 
Get 
9, 1888 That steam contriv­ 
ance was used until 1900, when 
the first electric elevator was in­ 
stalled. 


IN 1926 a fast elevator was in­ 
stalled to take visitors to the 500- 
foot level in 12 minutes. Last year, 
the monument was closed for some 
three months to make improve­ 
ments. including the installation 
of an elevator to get to the top 
in one minute 
Even so. about 
one-fourth of the visitors prefer to 
walk the 898 steps to the top. They 
save IO cents, the cost of the ele­ 
vator 
ride 
up 
and 
can 
return 
to earth by elevator for free. 
Also installed was a two-door 
system on the elevator so those 
getting off don't have to collide 
with those getting on 
This has 
removed congestion, which can be 
considerable when 181,591 visitors 
turn up in one month, as hap­ 
pened last May. lf you want to miss 
the crowds, don’t try to see the 
monument in April or May. The 
visitor count last month was 47,- 
501 
Floodlights and aircraft warning 
lights also were put on the shaft 
last year. This has been a boon to 
migrating 
birds. 
They 
used 
to 
bump into the poorly lit shaft regu­ 
larly but apparently can now see 
the 
monument 
soon 
enough to 
swerve out of the way.

In the world. The truth is that no 
steps have been taken to bar the 
production or use of n u c l e a r 
weapons. 
All the talk thus far has been 
about banning future tests. But 
no proposal has come from any 
government that it would be will­ 
ing to negotiate an agreement to 
ban the use of nuclear weapons in 
the future bv destroying those al­ 
ready produced 
If disarmam ent means anything, 
either from 
a 
humanitarian or 
an economic standpoint, then the 
mere stoppage of tests 
will 
not 
contribute to world peace. About 
all the knowledge possible, with the 
exception of some data from un­ 
derground tests of a certain type, 
has already been accumulated 
It isn't future tests which con­ 
stitute the 
basic 
worry 
of 
the 
world but the fact that missiles 
containing nuclear warheads can 
at 
any 
moment 
be 
fired 
and 
cause indescribable destruction 
Why aren't the “ Big Four" na­ 
tions — the "nuclear club” — talk­ 
ing about a plan to destroy all 
nuclear weapons, instead of con- 
f i n i n g themselves to academic 
discussions about tests? 
The answer is that there is no 
such thing as mutual trust between 
the East and the West. Nor is 
there any check as yet by the peo­ 
ple of the Soviet Union on their 
autocratic government which can 
provoke war or attempt conquest 
by blackmail. Only on a free gov­ 
ernment could they exercise such 
restraint 


ONE REASON why the United 
States has not been willing to say 
it would destroy its stockpile of 
nuclear bombs is that to do so 
would weaken its entire defense 
against surprise attack. In the last 
IO years the strategy of the West 
has been built a r o u n d tactical 
weapons in the nuclear category. 
to be used by ground troops and 
big nuclear bombs, to be carried 
by manned planes and naval air­ 
craft. 
Now. with missiles to be fired 
from fixed bases on land and from 
movable bases on and under the 
sea, potential destructive power 
ha* reached a point that the ex-

ports call “over-kill." This moans 
that whatever may be produced in 
the future cannot

deadly and that, for all practical 
purposes, the power of devastation

The United States a few years 
ago abandoned its reliance on con­ 
ventional armed forces and con­ 
centrated on nuclear strategy, be 
cause the Soviets were doing the 
same thing. Also, it would have 
been prohibitive in cost — so the 
argument went — to rely on big 
ger armies, navies and air force* 
equipped with conventional weap 
ons 
All emphasis was placed on 
’’deterrent power" 
through

clear weapons 
Now. however, it 
is 
conceded 
that one side cannot wreak havoc 
upon the other

—alleged danger from

This means that a threat of a 
holocaust for the world will not 
be removed until all bombs in the 
existing stockpiles are destroyed 
This cannot happen until there is 
mutual trust And there can be no

closer together and free govern­ 
ments replace autocratic govern­ 
ments. 
That’s the basic issue that has 
been befogged by the protracted 
discussions about banning nuclear 
tests.

Virtually no one in East Liver­ 
pool. except for a few historians, 
knows of a tall, stone monument 
that was set on the Ohio-Pennsyl- 
vania state line 176 years ago. but 
its significance in orderly mapping 
and surveying of the state h a s 
been so great that it will be the 
site of an anniversary observance 
in 1960 
The American Congress on Sur­ 
veying and Mapping, which h a s 
national headquarters in Washing­ 
ton. has written to City Engineer 
George S 
Bloomgren about i t s 
preliminary plans for observance 
of the 175th anniversary of the 
placing of the stone monument. 
It served as the base point from 
which surveys were made to lay 


j out the “ seven ranges”—the sever 
, tiers of townships across Ohio. 
Bloomgren recalls that he last 
saw the stone monument about two 
I years ago. At that time, about four 
' feet of its length projected above 
ground 
It is marked with 
t h e 
words “Ohio” and ‘‘Penn ylvania” 
on opposite sides, along with the 
date it was set in place. 1785 
Bloomgren said he expects to 
refer the national association to 
i Harold B 
Barth, curator of the 
East Liverpool Historical Society 
Museum, for further data on the 
placing of the monument and Its 
role in the orderly mapping of the 
Ohio territory. Every survey must 
have a base point — a place of 
beginning — to assure m athem ati­ 
cally precise work. 
The monument sits close to the 
riverfront below Harvey Ave 
in 
an area at the state line where a 
large amount of fill has been 
dumped in the last few years, ap­ 
parently in preparation of a new 
industrial site.

Midafternoon is a good time to rate your 
self. Be candid in your self analysis. Don't 
record how you think you should feel, but 
how you really feel. And don't compare your­ 
self with the previous day. Try asking your 
self: “How’s my sense of hum or?" . . . "Did 


I sleep well last night?" . . . "Am I interested 
in what I am doing?" Dr. Hersey suggests 
men rate themselves for at least six months, 
women for a year. Don't expect your cycle to 
span precisely the same period It can vary 
as much as a week either way. 


H 
o w a r e y o u feeling today? T hat’s not a polite, 
meaningless question this time. The answer, 
plus answ ers in the days to come, can help you 
chart a happier, better-adjusted life. 
Dr. Rexford B. Hei'sey, a University of Pennsyl­ 
vania psychologist who for years has investigated 
the emotional ups and downs of w orkers for large 
corporations, has discovered a "mood cycle" which 
is as inevitable in each of us as the changing tides of 
the ocean. 
For example, if you're feeling like an unloved 
child in the big, cold world, take heart; in three or 
four weeks, your depression blues will have faded, 
and life will take on a rosy hue. These ups and 
downs can be charted for each individual in p re­ 
dictable rhythms. N either the joys nor storm s of life 
can upset their regular swing for very long. 
About 60 percent of the people studied by Dr. 
Hersey had a cycle that traveled from one low to 
the next in 33 to 35 days. O thers ranged from two to 
nine weeks. 
A breakdown of the average person’s cycle might 
look like this: one week or more, flying high: two- 
and-a-half weeks, pretty chipper; two days, no 
complaints; and three or four days, in the dumps. 
Probably you’ve already realized how this dis­ 
covery can help you. If you learn when to expect 
your noi-mal ups and downs, you can adjust your 
living accordingly. You can learn to ride out the 
depressions and make the high spots work more 
efficiently for you. 


Here are some tips on how to live with your 
moods, once you've charted your cycle as explained 
in the accompanying chart: 
1. Don't let mood» worry you. "M oods are 
nature’s way of winding us up like a clock,” Dr. 
Hersey explains. "She intends us, if we are to have 
a good life, to have our highs counterbalanced by 
our lows. The lows are for our protection. It is 
during lows that we recharge our batteries." 
W hen you plot your own moods, you will find 
that, although we tend to magnify our lows, they 
account for only 10 percent of the cycle. Actually 
we enjoy life much more than we think and should 
rem em ber the long periods of lightheartedness 
rather than the short periods of despondency. 
2. l ake low spirits in your stride. Since gloomy 
periods are nature's way of slowing us down to 
revitalize us, why not cooperate? One of m an’s 
most tim e-honored methods of renewing himself is 
to pray and visit a house of worship. Women may 
take time out to buy a hat, too. Some men may 
spend an evening with "the boys.” A warm bath 
and soft music may soothe others. In each case, 
you’ll notice, the person slows down with his emo­ 
tions: he does not fight them and create the inev­ 
itable tensions. 
3. When feeling high or low. don't make any 
decision*. In our down moods, we tend to magnify 
unim portant troubles. On the other hand, the over­ 
confidence of high spirits sometimes leads us to 
bold actions we later regret.

H 
ow a r e y o u feeling today? That’s not a polite, 
meaningless question this time. The answer, 
plus answers in the days to come, can help you 
chart a happier, better-adjusted life. 
Dr. Rexford B. Hersey, a University of Pennsyl­ 
vania psychologist who for years has investigated 
the emotional ups and downs of workers for large 
corporations, has discovered a “mood cycle” which 
is as inevitable in each of us as the changing tides of 
the ocean. 
For example, if you’re feeling like an unloved 
child in the big, cold world, take heart: in three or 
four weeks, your depression blues will have faded, 
and life will take on a rosy hue. These ups and 
downs can be charted for each individual in pre­ 
dictable rhythms. Neither the joys nor storms of life 
can upset their regular swing for very long. 
About 60 percent of the people studied by Dr. 
Hersey had a cycle that traveled from one low to 
the next in 33 to 35 days. Others ranged from two to 
nine weeks. 
A breakdown of the average person’s cycle might 
look like this: one week or more, flying high: two- 
and-a-half weeks, pretty chipper; two days, no 
complaints; and three or four days, in the dumps. 
Probably you’ve already realized how this dis­ 
covery can help you. If you learn when to expect 
your normal ups and downs, you can adjust your 
living accordingly. You can learn to ride out the 
depressions and make the high spots work more 
efficiently for you. 


Here are some tips on how to live with your 
moods, once you’ve charted your cycle as explained 
rn the accompanying chart: 
1. Don’t let mood* worry you. “Moods are 
nature’s way of winding us up like a clock,” Dr. 
Hersey explains. “She intends us, if we are to have 
a good life, to have our highs counterbalanced by 
our lows. The low's are for our protection. It is 
during lows that we recharge our batteries.” 
When you plot your own moods, you will find 
that, although we tend to magnify our lows, they 
account for only IO percent of the cycle. Actually 
we enjoy life much more than we think and should 
remember the long periods of lightheartedness 
rather than the short periods of despondency. 
2. Take low spirits in your stride. Since gloomy 
periods are nature’s way of slowing us down to 
revitalize us, why not cooperate? One of man’s 
most time-honored methods of renewing himself is 
to pray and visit a house of worship. Women may 
take time out to buy a hat, too. Some men may 
spend an evening with “the boys.” A warm bath 
and soft music may soothe others. In each case, 
you’ll notice, the person slows down with his emo­ 
tions; he does not fight them and create the inev­ 
itable tensions. 
3. When feeling high or low. don’t make any 
deeision». In our dow’n moods, we tend to magnify 
unimportant troubles. On the other hand, the over­ 
confidence of high spirits sometimes leads us to 
bold actions we later regret.

d d ie WAITKUS had no business going to the girl’s 
room alone that midnight in June, 1949, but 
there was the urgent and mysterious note he had 
found on his dresser: “It’s im portant that I see you 
as soon as possible . . . I think it would be to your 
advantage to let me explain it to you.” 
He took an elevator to the 12th floor and walked 
hesitantly to Room 1297A. He knocked and heard 
footsteps. W hen the door opened, he saw that she 
was tall, slim, and very pale.

“I’ve got a surprise for you," she said, striding 
toward the closet. Then she turned swiftly, pointing 
a .22 rifle at him, and said.

Maybe the fellows are pull­ 
ing a rib. He said, “W hat goes on here?” 
The bullet hit his chest, tore through the right 
lung, and lodged near the spine. He fell, crying,

asking the sam e question, and so w ere two psy­ 
chiatrists in the Behavior Clinic of the Criminal 
Court of Cook County, 111., Dr. William H. Haines, 
director, and Dr. Robert A. Esser, his assistant 
To them. Ruth Steinhagen, 19-year-old typist foi 
a Chicago firm, tried to explain her attack: 
“I’m sorry Eddie has to suffer so, but I had to 
shoot somebody.

snapped. “She seems to think this is a joke. She 
should be taken off the streets, same as a mad dog.” 
Ignoring the uproar, doctors gave her standard 
psychological tests. H er IQ was normal. But her 
attention span was so brief that it was necessary to 
call her back over and over to the tests. A device 
called the Rorschach test indicated that her per­ 
sonality was in danger of splitting off from reality 
to such a degree that she would become, in effect, 
two persons in one body. To the doctors, there was 
strong evidence of schizophrenia— a common form 
of mental illness. 
That did not necessarily mean, however, that she 
was legally insane when she tried to kill Eddie. No 
test could answer that: only the insight of a psy­ 
chiatrist could.

s a n a d o l e s c e n t , she refused to allow a male 
k physician to examine her. After much persua­ 
sion, she accepted a woman doctor who noted that, 
even at 16, she was underdeveloped physically. 
Ruth was bright in school and once was given a 
double promotion. Because she preferred to remain 
with her own class, she resented this. She was grad­ 
uated at 13, went on through two years of high 
school, then two years of commercial college. On 
graduation, the college offered to place her, but she 
insisted on getting her first job herself. About this 
time she became fearful of meeting people. 
Yet employers and her associates at work liked 
her. Her few close friends thought highly of her, too. 
How did her infatuation for W aitkus start? A 


friend said she had gone to a ball game and noticed 
Eddie for the first time when some kid called to 
him, “Hello, funny-face.” From then on, he was 
her dream boat. 
She began to collect pictures and clippings of 
W aitkus. Soon, he filled all her thoughts. At home, 
all table talk had to be about Eddie. 
Her feverish interest m ounted day after day. 
Eddie’s baseball uniform bore the number 36. That 
num ber haunted her. “I used to see 36s every­ 
where,” she said. She even bought phonograph rec­ 
ords issued only in 1936. 
W aitkus became an obsession, a dangerous one. 
“I used to go to all the ball games I could and just 
watch him,” she told Dr. Haines. “I used to wait 
for him to come out of the clubhouse after the 
games, and all the time I was forming the idea of 
killing him. I knew' I couldn’t get him in the normal 
way. so I kept thinking. ‘If I can’t have him, nobody 
will.’ Then I decided to kill him. I didn’t know how 
or when.” 
To Dr. Haines, the broad, cheerless strokes of 
incipient schizophrenia were obvious. He knew that 
many teen-agers had loved in vain, been rejected, 
and yet managed to survive.

and is probably tho most widely distributed of the three 
distinct poses. Stuart himself, however, disliked it and said 
that he had destroyed it. 
Most experts dispute this, believing that Stuart merely 
used this as a subterfuge to get W ashington to pose again. 
The original is believed to be in the National Gallery in 
W ashington, and m any v ariatio n s of th e V aughn type, 
painted by Stuart himself, are known to exist. Two should 
be familiar to every American. One is reproduced on the 
dollar bill and another on the tw o-cent stamp. 
The second pose, or Lansdowne type (also named for the 
first ow ner), involves three originals simply because S tu­ 
art painted all three of them at once. He set up three easels 
and alternately worked on each, mass-production style. 
The third pose, called the Athenaeum type, is probably 
Stuart’s best picture of Washington, although it brought 
him into direct conflict with his subject. W ashington him ­ 
self ordered this portrait for his wife M artha. Stuart, how­ 
ever, liked it so well that he kept it. We have several v er­ 
sions of what happened. Stuart’s daughter wrote the most 
charitable account. 
She said that W ashington called at the Stuart home to 
pick up the picture, but when Stuart explained that it was 
invaluable to him in making extra copies which he could sell, 
W ashington conceded that Stuart could keep it “at your 
pleasure, if it be of any consequence to you, sir.”

MORF. s a l t y VERSION was offered by a visitor to M ount 
Vernon who heard the picture referred to rather angrily. 
It seems that both W ashington and Mrs. W ashington each 
had made several visits to Stuart’s home, hoping to have the 
picture delivered. Each time Stuart put them off, claiming 
that it wasn’t ready. On the final visit, the President be­ 
came so ruffled he stormed out. rasping, “Very well, sir, 
deliver it when you will, for I will not call again.” 
Both versions have an element of truth. The fact is that 
Stuart was quite right when he said the painting was not 
finished 
it still isn’t! But it is unfinished because Stuart 
did not wish it to be. The portrait was a good one, so good 
that Stuart w anted it handy to make copies. So he left the 
foreground and background blank as an excuse, although 
W ashington’s visage was completed admirably. Before he 
was through with it, Stuart made more than 7ft copies of 
this version. The original, which now hangs in the Museum 
of Fine A rts in Boston, is still the best of the group. 
D espite his m ild —p erh ap s ex c u sa b le — decep tio n s, 
Stuart’s worth as an artist should not be minimized. As one 
observer commented, “S tuart’s portraits of W ashington are 
so implanted in our minds that if W ashington were to return 
to earth today and stand beside one of them and not resem ­ 
ble it. he would be declared an impostor.”

In 1950, Waitkus returned to the line-up of the 
Phillies. 
In 1952, following doctors’ testimony, the State 
of Illinois discharged Ruth Steinhagen as totally 
and permanently recovered.
